The document was prepared by 
the arm y’s education and inform a­ 
tion branch tor officers to use in 
leading organized discussions with 
other military personnel. 
Could Make Defense 
Entitled "arm y talk." the docu­ 
ment asserted: 
“ If now, instead oi a single coun­ 
try. we consider the entire western 
hemisphere, properly organized, as 
the defensive unit, it is immediately 
apparent 
that 
even a large-scale 
surprise 
atomic 
bombing 
attack 
could hardly destroy its ability to 
retaliate 
before counter 
measures 
could be initiated and the atomic 
war carried to the aggressor coun­ 
try. 
"No nation could count on knock­ 
ing out the united and organized 
western hemisphere with a single 
blow. It would therefore not be a 
tempting target." 
It was declared that “ hemisphere 
defense offers more chance of sur­ 
vival than mere national defense " 
The document said that although 
the George inter-American coopera­ 
tion bill died in committee when 
Congress adjourned the measure will 
be reintroduced in practically the 
same form. 
The bill was designed to stand­ 
ardize m ilitary and naval training, 
tactics and equipment throughout 
the western hemisphere so that all 
the

tegrated into <1 single defense force. 
Crv of Yankee Imperialism 
The document observed: 
“ The cry of Yankee imperialism 
?oe.s up m Russia 
Pravda. official 
organ of the Communist party, asks: 
‘How does on*'* reconcil a policy of 
m ilitary 
blocs 
and 
preparedness 
offensives with loyalty to the char- 


ter and the principles oi the United 
Nations ?"
